All extant records of site lo- 
cation reports for post offices 
have been transferred by the 
Postal Service to the National 
Archives and Records Admi- 
nistration, Eighth Street and 
Pennsylvania Ave., Washing- 
ton, DC 20408-0001. 

The reports of site locations 
are completed forms submitted 
by postmasters, mostly in the 
period from 1865 to 1946, giv- 
ing the location of their post of- 
fices and other geographical in- 
formation. They typically 
show the location of post of- 
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fices in relation to nearby post 
offices and transportation 
routes and facilities and some 
reports show the location in 


terms of legal land descriptions 
and/or small grid maps of the 
vicinity of the office. 

The series has been repro- 
duced in Microfilm Publication 
M1126, Post Office Depart- 
ment Reports of Site Locations, 
1837-1950 and copies for a 
specific office or a few office 
can be purchased for 25 cents a 
page (minimum order of $6). 
For larger orders, the Archives 
can also furnish positive copies 
of Microfilm Publication 
M1126 for $23 aroll. Each roll 
generally contains several 
counties within a state. There 
are 683 rolls in the set.

What kind of mail? 

Before 1857, the mail from 
the east to California was taken 
by ship from New York to the 
Isthmus of Panama, carried 
overland to the Pacific side and 
resumed its voyage to Califor- 
nia. When the government in 
Washington was pressured to 
provide overland mail service 
to the west, they awarded a 
contract to James Birch to carry 
mail twice a month from San 
Antonio to San Diego. The 
mail was packed on the backs 
of mules, and accordingly ac- 
quired the name of * ‘Jackass 
Mail.”

About the 
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Ponw Express 

f you find a letter that had been delivered with no stamps 
in your family documents, this means the letter was 
written before 1847. In 1711, fourpence was the charge 
to carry a letter any distance up to 60 miles, sixpense was the 
charge for 60-100 miles. Fourpence in English money was about 
8 cents in American money. 

These rates applied to letters on a single sheet of paper. If two or 
three sheets were used, the rates were doubled or tripled. Postage 
was not paid in advance because of the uncertainty of delivery but 
was collected from the person to whom the letter was addressed. 

The mailmen were called postriders. 

About the time of the American Revolution, stagecoaches were 
used for carrying mail because they could carry a heavy load and 
mailing became cheaper. 

With the rapid settlement of California, the Pony Express began 
weekly service in 1860 between St. Joseph, Missouri and 
Sacramento, California. Later, two trips a week were made. 

The primary purpose of the service comprised part of the Northern 
defense strategy during the Civil War by providing a fast, central 
link with California that Southern raiders couldn’t harm. 

_ California was helped to stay in the Union during the 7 months 
that the Pony Express existed. 


The Central Overland California and Pikes Peak Express was the 3 ;

In 1847, our present system of prepaid postage became the 
practice by means of stamps. However, the riders of the Pony 
Express left much in the way of legend in American history and 
romanticism. 

From your ed., the cowboy: It must have been some anniversary o or 
another of The Pony Express...but years ago The Bit & Spur Saddle Club 
was asked to take part in a race with the modern Post Office from 
Jacksonville Beach, Florida to the City of Jacksonville. As I remember, 
there were four or five of us who loaded our horses into Gene Glessner s 
big truck and took them to the beach. We had real “Pony Express” mail 
bags to hand off to the next rider. We'd race for a 1/2 mile or so and then 
trade off the sack to the next rider and load up the horse, haul to the next 
trade-off place...and then take another turn when eugipone had “carried 
the mail.” 

There were no ambushes, dust storms or “bad hombres” in our way...but, 
as I remember, we RAN our horses right beside Beach Boulevard while 
traffic was whizzing by...and thought nothing of it. 

The four-legged mail carriers from Bit & Spur won the race! It seems 


. the team from the real Post Office had thought we would be so slow, they 


stopped for coffee!

he year for Scots to 
celebrate their 
600th anniversary is. 


here! Certainly this is a time 
to take pride in heritage. 

Twelve sailing ships, led by 
Prince Henry Sinclair and 
manned by 200-300 Scottish 
Knights and Monks set foot 
on the North American 
continent in 1398. Their 
navigator was Antonio Zeno 
from Venice, Italy. 

Henry Sinclair was born 
more than 600 years ago at 
Rosslyn Castle in Scotland. 
He became the Earl of the 
Orkney principality. In order 
to rule its 200 tiny islands, 
Prince Henry built a navy, 
which was larger than that of 
Norway! 

In 1398, searching for land 
where freedom could be 
found, Prince Henry led an 
expedition westward across 
the dangerous Atlantic. His 
ships landed in Nova Scotia 
and later traveled southward 
to the Merrimack River in 
Massachusetts. They were 
not conquistadors as were 
many other explorers. 
Instead, they were welcomed 
by the Micmac Native 
Americans. The Europeans 
were peaceful and 
harmonious, setting an 
excellent example for us to 
follow today, 600 years later. 

While on an inland 
scouting excursion, one of 
Prince Henry’s comrades, by 
the name of Sir James Gunn, 
died. To mark his memory, 
an effigy was carved on a 
stone ledge in what is now 
Westford, Massachusetts. 
This is one of the proofs of 
Henry Sinclair’s presence in 
America 600 years ago. 
Many historians believe that 








Most Americans are 
familliar with the stories of

via the Underground Railroad. 
But, did you know that many 
slaves took refuge in Mexico?

this expedition journeyed 
even further south to the 
Rhode Island coast, where 
they built what is known to 
day as the Newport Tower as 
part of a settlement in the 
New World. 

Sinclair. returned to 
Orkney and, within a year, 
was slain in battle. Antonio 
Zeno, his navigator and log- 
keeper, returned to Venice 
and died at about the same 
time. Unfortunately, the 
ship’s log, known as The 
Zeno Narrative, was placed 
in storage, not to be 
discovered again for more 
than a hundred years. It is 
little wonder that the world 
does not know about the 
remarkable voyage in 1398 
by Prince Henry Sinclair.

Surprising microfilm 
records from 
Eastern Europe 

Genealogists often think that 
microfilming of records in East 
Germany did not occur until 
after the reunification of 
Germany. This is not true. 
Filming started in East Germany 
in 1949, three years before 
filming started in West 
Germany. 

During WWII, the National 
Socialists stored many 
governmental and 
genealogically valuable records 
in abandoned mines and castle 
ruins which were considered 
unlikely military targets. Some 
concerned Mormons tracked 


_ down the records in salt mines 


at Strassfurt and in castles at 
Rothenburg and Rathsfeld. The 
records were kept out of the 
hands of former Nazi and 
Russian officials and were 


transported to Berlin for return 


to their proper place of origin or 
were placed in various Berlin 
repositories. Many of these 
records were filmed before the 
end of the work in 1952. 

While Poland was still under 
Communist rule in 1967, the 
Director General of the Polish 
State Archives asked the 
Mormon film crews to film 
Polish civil registration records. 
There were 10,675 rolls of such 
film made between 1967 and 
1975. The Roman Catholic 


. Church also asked to have many 


of their records filmed.

ost of the world has seen the movie, and now a 

recently'developed theory has emerged that a 

manufacturing problem in Glasgow, Scotland, may 
have contributed to the sinking of The RMS Titanic. 

Tim Foeke, a metallurgist working at the federal government’s 
National Institute of Standards and Technology in Gaithersburg, 
Maryland has published his findings. 

While the great ship was not built in Scotland, its’ hull was 
held together with rivets made outside Glasgow at the D. 
Colvilles and Co., Steel Works. Over 3 million rivets went into 
the overlapping steel plates to make the hull and flaws have 
been found and measured. Made of wrought iron, rivets must 
contain about 2% of the glassy by-product slag - which adds 
strength. But, too much slag makes brittle iron and the tested 
rivet had a content of close to 9%. 

In addition, the streaks of slag which should run parallel made 
a sharp change of direction near the missing rivet head, causing 
severe structural weakness. 

On April 14, 1912, the iceberg may not have cut through the 
hull. The rivets may have just popped on impact, laying the 
hull open at the seams, leaving an opening which may have 
been no larger than a closet door. 

_ Another ship, the S.S. Olympic, built with the same kind of 
rivets suffered the same type of damage after a ship to ship 
collision. 

While the iceberg, human error and ego are probably all to 
blame, the new findings on the rivet irregularities may prove 
that precious time was lost after the collision, may change the 
way we look back at the sinking of the RMS Titanic.

those records available to all.

Resources for Research in Poland 


Ithough entitled 
Jewish Roots in 
Poland - Pages 


from the Past and Archival 
Inventories, Miriam Weiner’s 
book is an invaluable tool for 
all researchers with ancestors 
from Poland. It is a shame for 
me that it was released just 
months after my visit to 
Poland last summer, because 
it would have saved me 
months of toil finding the 
archives that housed 
documents relevant to my 
research. With this book, “For 
the first time, it is now possible 
to determine what documents 
exist for a particular town 
among the major archival 
repositories in Poland.” It 


includes archival inventories | 


for the Polish State Archives 
and 75 branch archives, the 
Jewish Historical Institute in 
Warsaw, more than 400 local 
town halls with 20" century 
records representing 1,250 
towns and 5,375 entries. 

This volume is a beautiful 
travel album of Jewish sites in 
Poland, with pre and post 
- WWII pictures of shtetls, 
synagogues, Holocaust 
monuments and cemeteries. 
There are 14 specially created 
maps in color, 52 document 
samples, 293 color 
photographs as well as over 
200 black and _ white 
photographs. Through her 
pictures and inventories, 
Miriam Weiner has regained a 
lost or forgotten past of Jewish 
life before the Holocaust. She 
gave a breath of life to many 
vanished Jewish Polish 
communities. Leon Uris, 
author of Exodus, commented, 
“Miriam Weiner, through her 
vital book, Jewish Roots in 
Poland, has given credence to 
the proposition that a 
civilization gone and its 
people destroyed, will never 
be forgotten.” 

As an_ experienced 
genealogist and probably 


using her talents as a former 
private investigator, the author 
meticulously researched this 
book for its formal production, 
but one can easily see that her 
heart and soul were in this 
project which were published 
with cooperation from the 
Polish State Archives and 
jointly with YTVO Institute for 
Jewish Research. She 
acknowledged many people 
and institutions for their 
assistance in the compilation 
of this impressive reference 
work, but gratitude to her 
parents for their love, 
guidance and support shows 
the poignant reason for the 
book’s completion. Even 
though her parents did not live 
to see this remarkable book in 
publication, I am sure they 
smile down upon their 
daughter’s fine 
accomplishment and 
contribution, not only to the 
world of Jewish genealogists, 
but to all the historians and 
archivists interested in the 
history of Poland found in its 
records, pictures and 
monuments. 

In this column (VII, #6) 
about my recent trip to Poland, 
I mentioned that, years ago, 
Miriam shared a personal 
translation guide with me that 
made my trip infinitely easier. 
Now, she is sharing her 
timeless resource treasure 
with everyone. Jewish Roots 
in Poland - Pages from the 
Past and Archival Inventories 
by Miriam Weiner. may be

Lawrence Berry, 375 
Renoir Drive, Osprey, FL 
34229, has written us a nice 
letter with more information 
for our “measure file.” 

Mr. Berry writes, “In the 
April/May Family Tree you 
give alist of measures from the 
Clan MacRae publication. 
This is written to add one very 
important distance measure to 
that list. It is the span, the 
length between the thumb and 
the little finger with the other 
fingers closed. 

It is commonly taken at 9 
inches (Your editor, better 
known as “Short Fingers” has 
a span of 7 1/2 inches). 

The reason this means 
something to me in genealogy 
is that my great grandmother 
was named Spann. This name 
goes back to England and 
Wales. In this country, the first 
person of my family of this 
name was Captain John Spann 
of the Ship Rupert, 
Commander of the British 
West Indies Fleet in the 18th 
century. A main purpose of 
the fleet was to protect the 
waters and rid the area of 
pirates.”

Why in the world are 
railway tracks made 4 feet 
8.5 inches? 

The US Standard Railroad 
Gauge (distance between the 
rails) is 4 feet, 8.5 inches. Why 
was this odd number used? 
Because, according to The Past 
Finder, that’s the way they built 
them in England and the US 
railroads were built by English 
expatriates. 


Why did the English build | 


them that way? Because the 
first rail lines were built by the 
same people who built the pre- 
railroad tramways, and that’s 
the gauge they used. 

Why did they use that gauge 
then? Because the people who 
built the tramways used the 
same jigs and tools that they 
used for building wagons, 
which used that wheel spacing. 

Okay. Why did the wagons 
use that odd wheel spacing? It 
is thought that if they used any 
other spacing, the wagons 
would break on some of the old 
long distance roads because 
that’s the spacing between the 
old wheel ruts. —

ermandez is an ancient 
surname, derived from 
the given name: 


Fernando. It is the second most 
popular surname in Spain and the 
11" most popular Hispanic 
surname in the United States. 
Numerous Fernandez men 
served with Cortes in the 1520 
entrada and received land grants. 
The recipient was required to 
develop the land and pay taxes 
on the increase. If unsuccessful, 
the specified land returned to the 
crown. Prosperous care retained 
the rights of inheritance for the 
descendants. 

Mario Grajeda Fernandez, 
through a 1708 will and 1815 land 
documents has traced a line back 
to the property of Juan 
Fernandez de Retana. Juan 
declared to have been born in 
1648 in the Vizcayan town of 
Manclares de Gamboa, Province 
of Alava, Spain. In 1688, Juan is 
appointed Captain of the frontier 
Presidio de San Francisco de 
Conchos. In 1707, Juan becomes 
Alcalde Mayor of Santa Eulalia, 
now the city of Chihuahua. A 
year later, in 1708, Juan dies, 
leaving a last will identifying and 
detailing his property. 

Bartolome Fernandez de 
Mendoza, Alcalde Mayor of 
Leon claims the inheritance

mayor” (large hacienda) from a 
Juan Fernandez de Retana. The 
document is registered in. the 
Archivao de Parral in 1723. 

~ Casimioro Fernandez married 
to Micaela Gonzales registers 
this same title in 1772. Among 
their children is Francisco 
Fernandez. Francisco marries 
Petra Ortega Layva. 

Francisco’s 1842 will details 
valuable information concerning 
the decimation of the family 
ranch by an Indian attack in 
which all original land titles and 
documents were lost. In 1815, 
the King of Spain demanded that 
all lands not paying taxes be 
reregistered and titles given so 
that taxing could commence and 
royal revenues again assessed. 
Mr. Grejeda had a notarized copy 
of the 1815 assignment of 
property received by Francisco 
Fernandez, approximately 18 
square miles. 


Jose Dolores Fernandez, a 
descendant of Francisco and 
Petra Saenz became the next 
administrator of the family trust, 
which in the last will states that

How aia t come this far without knowing these things? 
A few issues ago we had an article about why our railroad tracks are the distance apart they are. It turns out, they are 
the width they are because, ultimately, they are the same width as the wheels were apart on Roman war chariots! 
Now, here are more fascinating facts from the Larimer County Genealogical Society via the Seattle Genealogy Society 
and the Bulletin of the Genealogical Society of South Brevard. 
A mile is 5,280 feet long because that was the distance 1,000 double steps of a Roman legionary took. This measurement 
has actually been fiddled with just a little...as Queen Bess added a few more feet so the mile would equal eight furlongs. 
If you want to figure out how large the ancestral lands were...and your measurements were in perch, chain, etc., you 
_know it all goes back to Gunter’s chain, invented in 1620 by an English mathematician. The chain was 66 feet long, the 
width to which streets were laid out. 
On Gunter’s chain were 100 links, each a little under eight inches long. Old linear measurements decreed that 25 
links make | pole, also called a rod or a perch, each of the three equaling 16 1/2 feet. As noted, 100 links (or four poles/ 
rods/perches) make a chain or 66 feet. So, 10 chains make 1 furlong (equaling 660 feet, as horse-racing fans should 
know). 8 furlongs make 1 mile (8 x 660 feet), or 5,280 feet! 3 miles make 1 league. 
I never knew that a foot was the length of Charlemagne’s foot, modified in 1305 to be 36 barleycorns laid end to end. 
An inch was the width across the knuckle on King Edgar’s thumb- or three barleycorns. 
A yard was the reach from King Henry I’s nose to his fingertips - a distance also twice as long as a cubit. 
A cubit was the length of the arm from elbow to fingertip. 
A furlong was the length of a furrow a team of oxen could plow before resting. 
An acre was the amount of land a yoke of oxen could plow in one day. 
A fathom was the span of a seaman’s outstretched arms; 880 fathoms make a mile. 
Wonder why they never named a measure after the amount of land a mule could plow in one day? Would that be a

Queen Victoria and Mr. John Brown, d€ighlander

e recent film, Mrs. 

Brown, tells the 

story of an 
extraordinary friendship 
between Queen Victoria and 
John Brown, “her devoted 
Highland servant.” The film 
features performances by Judi 


Dench as Queen Victoria and - 


Billy Connolly as John Brown 
and Antony Sher as Disraeli. 

Who was the historical 
John Brown? How did this 
remarkable friendship evolve? 

When Queen Victoria’s 
beloved Albert died of 
typhoid, she surrendered to a 
grief so terrifyingly intense 
that members of her household 
began to fear she had inherited 
the madness of her 
grandfather, King George. 

In 1864, after three years of 
unrelenting gloom, Victoria’s 
physician summoned John 
Brown to Windsor. John had 
been a favorite attendant of 
Prince Albert in Scotland and 
was associated in Victoria’s 


mind with her happy holidays | 


in the Highlands. At Balmoral, 
the trappings of royalty had 
always been kept at a 
minimum. The Queen, like 
any other laird’s wife, rode, 
sketched and talked familiarly 
with the crofters and their 
wives. She attended the parish 
church and dropped her 
money in the collection box 
like any other parishioner. 
John’s arrival at Windsor was 
to profoundly effect Victoria’s 
emotional life. 

Most of the liberties 
committed by the brilliant 
Billy Connolly in the film are 
absolutely accurate, perhaps 
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even understated. Personal 
Highland servants had never 


believed that loyalty included 


servility and John was no 


exception. He was a rough, 


shrewd Scot who never 
hesitated to speak his mind in 
a blunt, straighforward 
manner that ignored both rank 
and status. He habitually 
addressed the Queen as 
“wumman,” as when helping 
secure her bonnet, “Hoots, 
wumman, canna ye no held 
yerr head up?” 

Victoria’s English subjects, 
and even her family, were 
shocked by John’s behavior, 
but to Victoria, his brusque 
manner and devotion to her 
safety and comfort brought her 
reassurance and a sense of 
being cherished. She wrote in 
her diary, “I feel I have here 
and always in the house a good 
and devoted soul...whose only 
object and interest is my 
service, and God knows how 
I want so much to be taken 
care of.” 

With John, Victoria could 
be natural and perhaps more 
important, she did not have to 
share John with her children 
or the nation. 

At first, he was merely the 
Queen’s Highland servant, but 
from the beginning, he took 
orders only from her, arriving 
every morning at her private 
chambers, where he usually 
entered without knocking. He 
accompanied her on all 
occasions, sitting on the box 
of her carriage. Soon, the 
members of the royal 


household found themselves 
forced to communicate with 
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the Queen through Brown. 
Both they and the Queen’s 
children resented the way in 
which he had assumed the 
position of close friend and 
valued confidant. 

Victoria’s continued 
seclusion from public life 
combined with her intimate 
friendship with John Brown 
gave rise to malicious gossip, 
resulting in the scurrilous and 
derisive pamphlet, Mrs. 
Brown. But, Victoria was 
always wholehearted and 
when she gave her affection 
and trust, she did so without 
reservation. She refused to 
hear the slightest criticism of 
its recipient. So, it was with 
John. 

Suggestions that her servant 
could be “less conspicuous” 
were ignored or imperiously 
rejected. Eventually, Victoria, 


due largely to John’s devotion, _ 


returned to public life and the 
responsibilities of the 
monarchy and John was 
forgotten by the public. 

But Queen Victoria and 
John Brown remained friends 
to the end of his life. When 
he died in 1883 of a blood 












infection, Victoria was utterly 
crushed by the loss of “the 
truest heart that ever beat” and 
“my dearest best friend whom 
no one in this world can ever 
replace.” The wreath she 
placed on his coffin was “a 
tribute of loving, grateful and 
everlasting friendship and 
affection from his truest, best 


and most faithful friend

This was compounded by the 
absence of “papers” 
accompanying the Italian 
immigrant. Many crossed the 


Atlantic without — any 
documents. 
‘Once in America, 


discrimination posed another 
problem. The alien frequently 
found himself at the bottom of 
the hiring list mainly because 
his name ended in a vowel. 
The solution was to drop the 
vowel ending or change the 
name altogether. Both of these 
solutions occurred often. 
When today’s descendant 
genealogists conducts 
research, they sometimes are 
baffled at the confusing trail to 


follow. Trying to connect an - 


ancestor back to their 
ancestral Italian town can be 
a mind-boggling exercise. 
Remember a very vital fact. 
Italian married. women 
travelled to America under 
their maiden surnames, not 
their married names. Children 
emigrated under their father’s 
names. 


My best advice is to gather 


challenge for the Italian 
genealogist. Unique to Italy, 
there are many towns and 
villages with the same or 
similar names. Many are 
remotely distant from each 
other - and, in some cases, 
hundreds of miles apart. What 
a challenge this represents! 
Other towns have had their 
names changed (Mussolini 
was noted for this prior to 
World War- II). Still other 
places have been destroyed, 


literally, by earthquakes and 


even volcanos. 

It is critical when pursuing 
the birthplace of an ancestor 
to know the country 
(provincia) and the state 
(regione) where the town is 
located. Without this 








information, the genealogist 
can spend countless time 
tracking the wrong individual. 
There are many sources to 
identify the province and 
region of a particular town. 
The LDS (Mormon) database 
gazetteer can be very helpful 
as well as Italian phone 
directories. Don’t depend 
upon relatives solely for 
accurate geographic data. 
The final key: birthplace. 
This is often the least 
troublesome. Although 
Italians, like many other 
European immigrants often 
changed their ages (women 
became younger, men became 
older), this was done not in 
Italy, but enroute to America, 
or most frequently, in America 
itself. A few years, one way 
or the other, should not make 
a significant difference to the 
genealogist who is conducting 
the research. Most archivists 
will usually search one, two or 
three years before and after the 
assumed birthdate, if it is not 
found in the year requested. 
Now that I’ve highlighted 
the three genealogical keys, 
from an Italian perspective, 
keep them forefront in your 
memory bank and you’re sure 
to have a more successful 
pursuit of your Italian roots.

Tis the season 
of weddings... 


In Wales, before chapels 
were licensed to hold wedding 
ceremonies in the last century, 
weddings took place in the 
parish church. There were 
two kinds of weddings 
recognized. The first was the 
“horse wedding” (priodas 
geffyl) — which was the 
equivalent of a very fancy 
wedding today. The couple 
would be carried on horseback 
to the church. The horse 
represented high status. 

Most people went to their 
wedding on foot (priodas 
droed). In some cases, the 
bride might even be ritually

Dancing

cottish Country Dancing has been firmly established 

in the United States since the fifties. The first overseas 

ranch of the Royal Scottish Country Dance Society 

was Boston (incorporated April 1950). Between Boston and 

the Provinces of Quebec (Montreal) and Ontario (Hamilton), 

Scottish Country Dancing began to expand due to hard work, 

much finger-crossing, as well as great enthusiasm by a small 

group of dedicated people. Miss Milligan and Miss Lillian Ross 

were invited to travel from Scotland to instruct teacher training 
classes and then hold examinations to certify teachers. 

The first Scottish Country Dance Weekend was held at 
Pinewoods, near Plymouth, Massachusetts, in the mid-fifties. 
This location is relatively central for the east coast and eastern 
Canada - thus enabling people from near and far to attend a 
concentrated weekend of classes and dancing, to make lasting 
friendships and take what they had learned back home. This, 
coupled with the habit of North Americans to move around, 
has resulted in RSCDS Branches and affiliated groups to be 


located all over the United States. 
_ There are now thirty branches - including Hawaii - and 
- seventy-four affiliated groups. Obviously, many are 


concentrated in specific areas, but thirty-eight states and the 
District of Columbia has either or both at least one branch or a 
group. This is a pretty good growth curve using voluntary help! 
Most branches have newsletters which they circulate not only 
to their members but to sister branches and groups and other 
Scottish organizations. Here in Boston, a copy of our Tartan 
Times goes to every branch in the USA and Canada, groups 


within a radius of about 500 miles, and to the Country Dance 


Society as well as to subscribers. 

More about Pinewoods - it is a camp designed for dancing, 
by the Conant family before WWII, with four open air dance 
areas, dining room, camp house, offices and numerous cabins 
scattered discretely under the trees on a site between two lakes. 
The Conants ran it for years, but upon the deaths of Mr. and 
Mrs. Conant, the camp was bought by a specifically formed 
nonprofit organization named appropriately Pinewoods Camp, 
Inc. The money was raised principally by small donations from 
individuals who love the place and who did not want to lose it 
to developers. Both the English Country Dance Society and 
the RSCDS Boston Branch have been the chief sources of 
income and continue to do so by contributing regularly. 

Pinewoods “Scottish” is now two sessions, a weekend and a 
week, with guest teachers coming from Scotland, Canada and 
the USA. Many other branches hold either day-long workshops 
or weekends. Usually, these have live music and a formal ball 
for Saturday evening. For example: new York’s Pawling; 


Atlanta’s workshop and gala prior to the Stone Mountain - 


Games, Seattle’s Fort Wordeon; Washington, DC and Northern 
Virginia’s Ramblewood - the list grows each year.

and felt Spirit Life all around them. Through neglect and 

laziness they lost this ability. They became confused, 
listening to every teacher.

now on the Internet! 


The American Indians who 
were accepted on the final 
rolls of the Five Civilized 
Tribes as members of the 
Cherokee, Seminole and 
Creek tribes - those 50,000 
more or less people - can now 
be searched on the Internet. 
The records of the Choctaw 
and Chickasaw have not been 
entered, but it is reported that 
they will be completed soon. 

This record was produced 
for members of the Dawes 
Commission from 1898 to 
1914 in Indian Territory (now 
Oklahoma). It was required 
that each person applying had 
to prove their ancestry and 
their tribal affiliation. The 
evidentiary documents are 
included in the case files of all 
those who did apply which is 
a wonderful source of 
information for today’s 
genealogists. 

The National Archives and 
Records Administration 
(NARA) has a NARA 
Archival Information Locator 
(NAIL), which is an 
interactive database on a wide 
variety of NARA’s holdings.

very firmly planted in the 
Celtic tradition, and this is 
probably best found in the 
album’s slow airs. Of 
these, the best may be 
Alasdair Fraser’s 


“Bannockburn,” a moving 


tribute to the spirit of the 
Bruce in the past and for 
the future. “Year’s 
Turning” a slow air 
inspired by a Dylan 
Thomas poem and 
composed by keyboardist 
Paul Machlis, is another 
hauntingly beautiful tune. 

There is plenty to satisfy 
listeners who prefer their 
traditional music a bit more 
upbeat as well, including a 
set of three reels as well as 
the brilliantly executed 
“Midnight on Raasay / The 
Braemar Cappuccino,” 
which features Fraser’s 
fiddling at its best. 

Those who prefer their 
music in the slightly less 
traditional vein will 
appreciate piper Eric 
Rigler’s. “Walking the 
Plank,” a tune that strays 
just a bit toward the edge. 

Farther yet from 
tradition is the lovely,

“Donistia,” which weaves 
together the voices of 
Rigler’s pipes and Chris 
Norman’s flute.

For years there were rumors 
that a great hoard of 
genealogical material existed 
in Washington consisting of 
the records of the Tsarist 
Russian Consuls in Montreal, 
Halifax and Vancouver. It was 
known to have disappeared in 
1917 — the year of the 
Russian Revolution — and 
was thought to have been sent 
to Russian Consulates in the 
United States which did not 
recognize the government of 
the USSR until 1933. 

In 1980, aNAC search team 
found the records in an 
underground vault in 
Washington. Although the 
official period covered by the 
documents is 1900-1922, 
many records in the collection 
date back to the 1850s and 
some back to the early 1800s. 
The collection relates to 
people who came from the 
area covered by the old 
Russian Empire before 1917. 
In modern ethnic terms they 
include: Jews, Ukrainians, 
Russians, Finns, 
Byelorussians, Lithuanians, 


Latvians, Estonians, » 
Armenians, Doukhobors, 
Germans (Mennonites), 


Georgians, Cossacks and 
several other minority groups.

When we consider these 
Scottish soldiers were, at best, 
earning a few pennies, rebuked 
hundreds of dollars worth of 
fertile lands to change their 
allegiance, strongly underscores 
their heartfelt belief, “Let us 
never disgrace our forefathers.” 
Examples of respect for family 
honor appear repeatedly in the 
records of Highland regiments. 
In the early days the tribunals of 
the British Army and the Royal 
Navy regularly levied cruel 
punishment on transgressing 
service men. 

In the Highland Regiments if 
some young soldier was getting 
a bit out of hand or “feeling his 
oats” so to speak, his

mention, “Stop misbehaving or I 
shall tell your parents.” The 
awed soldier would immediately 
reform his thoughtless ways! In 
the American or Scottish home 
today would we still find such a 
level of respect for family 
ancestors? 

Occasionally I receive a letter 
asking how to approach name 
searching in old Scottish 
municipal records (1300s 
forward). Most searchers have 
no positive inkling where distant 
relatives may have lived in 
Scotland. In one of my earlier 
articles, I reported a good friend

librarians of towns near your 
search areas. These sources are 
more acquainted with “one of a 
kind” local records. Too, they 
have had other such requests 
and can offer sound advice as to 
where or where not to research. 

Because of the style of early 
English spelling, ancient 
municipal records are difficult to 
accurately interpret. In most, if 
you find your family name it will 
not be in current spelling form. 
The pronouncing sound of the 
name is usually that of today. 
Many names of the famous 
landed gentry and rulers of the 
day are the same as the current 
name form. Lesser family name 
groups change.

Writing abilities were scarce 
in the “commoner” families. 
Family records were retained by 
memory and oral recitation. They 
knew their family identity and 
were not too concerned if others 
understood. As you advance 
through the centuries, most 
instances of current name 
spelling will be revealed. Your 
problem will be to take these 
family names and advance them 
forward and hopefully they will 
blend into your family tree. 

In the last few weeks, the 
movie Titanic has gained rapt 
attention. Much has been 
reported about the famous 1st 
class passengers. Little.or 
nothing is said about the 
hundreds’ of 
nationalities traveling in the 
Steerage class...who, in a sense, 
were murdered by confinement. 

This event happened in 1912. 
Shortly afterwards a body 

2covery mission set out from 
Nova Scotia. Hundreds of 
bodies were found floating in the 
area. Once again the 1st.Class 
idea prevailed. Bodies identified 
or assumed to be crew members 
or steerage passengers were not 
completely identified or 
recovered. They were buried at 
sea. Many of the recovered 
bodies were interred as 
unknown. This is a classic 
example of breaking the family 
tree chain at an early date. 

How then can we learn of the 
early times in Scotland. Luckily, 
P. Hume Brown authored Early 
Travellers in Scotland published 


in Edinburgh in 1891. The author » 


spent years carefully researching 
published accounts of travelers 
in Scotland before 1700. He 
searched for other than 
Englishmen or the Continentals 
because their observations 
might be biased. He found one 
traveler from Denmark but none 
from Norway or Sweden. It is 
only from these three countries 
that Scotland before the 
eighteenth century can be fairly 
judged. There may have been 
travelers from these three 
countries in Scotland before the 
1700s but no accounts of their 
visits were left. Brown assembled 
24 travel accounts starting with 
Edward I (1295), the reign of 
David II, two during the reign of 
James I; three during the 1400s, 
five during the 1500s, twelve 
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different 
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during the 1600s (1600-1689) plus 
three keyed maps of Scotland; 
13th century, 14th century and 
Scotland from Mercator’s Atlas 
1595. 

The observations of early 
travelers paint a detailed mosaic 
of factual daily life of Scotland 
and the inhabitants therein. Up 
to the latter part of the 1500s 
learmed men commonly believed 
Scotland was an island separated 
from and larger than England. It 
lay not north or south rather east 
and west in the direction of 
Denmark and Norway. The 
expression “Les Catholiques des 
deux Isles”...the two islands 
being Scotland and England 
appears in Histoire de France, i. 
1721581). 

Hector Boece’s History of 
Scotland was published in 1527. 

From the writings of visitors 
after 1527 it is clear that they were 
using Boece’s publication as a 
tourist guidebook to explore 
unchartered areas. Sadly, some 
of the better explorers, 
observationwise, lacked ais 
composition skills and their 
publications were scant. 

A scribe who accompanied 
Edward I to Scotland in 1295 ie 
presents the first notes son the 
country as he actually-saw it. ; 

Although early Irish saints > 
visited Scotland they did not 
record their journey, of if they 
did they were destroyed by wars 
and raids of a later date. 

Most of the early travelers 
carried letters of introduction to 
a person of wealth or royalty. 
Because of the news and stories 
these visitors could relate, they 
were warmly welcomed. They 
may have stayed several days 
or several weeks. When they 
departed they carried a letter of 
introduction to a friend of the 
host in another part of the 
country. 

This visitation level would 
naturally effect the tourist’s 
personal observation of lower 
class living conditions. 

Visitors of the 1600s and 1700s 
presented more caustic reports 
of Scottish life. One traveler 4 
boasted he departed London, BS 
spent a year in Scotland 
experiencing the highest level of 
board and lodging and returned 
home without spending a penny 
of personal funds! —
